The collision (Hcurred bctwii ii tb,'' 
■eooud section of un e.xcursinn train 
bound \y est and the 'Frisco valb y park 
accommodation eastbound. From what 
can be learned the accident ^yas tlie re- 
snlt of disobedience or neglect of orders 
on the part ot the excursion crew, who 
should have remained at Spring park for 
orders and let the aooommodation 
through. 

The excursion train was the second 
section of a special bound for St. James, 
Mo., 100 miles west of St. Louis, where 
the Missouri home for aged veterans 
was dedicated yesterday under the 
auspices of the Q. A. B. and Womens' 
Relief Corps. The lint section had 
gone through safely and the second, 
which consisted of 11 ooaohes heavily 
laden with G. A. R. men, their wives 
and childicn, loft St. Louis about 9 
o'cbK'k. According to J. D. Dlshman, 
the telegraph operator and station agent 
at Spring Park, it should have Btopp«'d 
at that lAixco. Instead of doing so the 
second section passed by the station and 
soon after met the accommodation com- 
ing doNvn iiuidv at full speed. 

Engineer HoUl ef the accommodation 
wa« not awart^ tliat the second se<'tiou 
was ou the road, and in trying to make 
the switcli at Kirkwood, crashed into 
the ill-fated tram in a cut, just 13 mih s 
from the St. Louis Union station. There 
was only one car, a combination bag- 
gage and coaih, nn Kngiiieer llohrs 
train, but the collision ^vas terrific, both 
engines btung demolished mid a number 
of the cars telescoped. The \yreekage 
was piled high on the trac k, and aboye 
the sound of escaping steam could be* 
heard the cries of the Mghte&ed and in- 
jtired passengers. 

Next to tht^ engine of the excursion 
train was the commis.sary car, filled 
with refreshments. Harney McKenna 
was in charge of tiie edibles, and with 
liim was his 14-vear-old daughter Maud. 
Both were instantly killed, being scald- 
ed andcrushed. A nund)er of pa»rii- 
oers, mostlyyoung men, were grouped 
around the temporary counter, l atm^,' 
and drinking. Ahuost all were e ither 
killed or injured.

At ^' :-40 o'cloc'k m the afternoon the 
relief train bearing tlie survivors of the 
wreck reached tlie Union station and 
was immedi.itely besieged by a crowd of 
friends and relatives. .Some of the 
wounded were removed to their homes 
by friends, vvhili' others were taken to 
various hospitals. Among the latter 
w i re three whose injuries will probably 
prove fatal.

})ersistent [questions were nipidly put 
to the boy till he finally snccnnibed and 
related a tale iinplicatimr liimself and 
Frank Palmer in iln' nmrdi r and at- 
tempted cremation of Mrs. Hobbs.

Palmer asked Savage to help him carry 
the body into the house. Ho .says ho 
wi;s so frightened he did not reahze 
what he was doing, but they got the 
body into the house. Savage then took 
to the woods, being shortly overtaken 
by 1 a'linr, wlio declared that noLiody 
would ever know what l.app.uid, for 
he hod sot the house afire.

is now nearly complete, awaiting onlj- 
some figures showing the catch at p '- 
lagic sealers the past season. Tl-.e 
United States commissioners, ssis. 
Jordan. Lu( as and Stejneger, were ac- 
companied by a llritish comnii.'-sion 
compo-^ed of Messrs. d'.Xrcy, Thomp.son 
and Maecoun. but while the.-e gentle- 
men jmrsncvl their iiKpiiries in com])any 
and fre(|nently compared notes. t)ie two 
commissiona will maki^ inilependent re- 
]iorts to their resjjcetive governments 
and there can be no joint a -tion. 

On oiu> point of tile nt'eost import- 
nnce the United States and Drilisli com- 
missioners ap|" :'.rlo be in af:reeiiient ; 
namely, that witliout reference to the 
(;nises xvhieb have brought the seiil 
herds to tluir jireseiit alarmingly (b - 
jileted condirion, the further i-perations 
(if iielagic sealers will jirove divjisinms 
and threaten thi^ exteViiiination of the 
seals. This is a most important conc(>s- 
sion on the part of tlie P-ritish. as in the 
correspondence which led up to the ref- 
erence of the <|uestion to the.se exjiert 
commissions Lord .Salisbury's conten- 
tion lias been that the seal pirates in- 
fiicted little or no damage upon the 
herds ( omp.ired vrith the losses sus- 
tained through the annual killing of 
seals on the Pribylov islands by the 
North American Seal company. 

It is true that the Canadian and Brit- 
ish experts were inclined to the beUef 
that the present condition of the herds 
was in a large measure chargeable to 
the operations of the seal company in 
1889 and prior rears, when they were 
permitted to kiU as many as 100,000 
seals annually on the islands. As the 
commission will report independently 
the nature of the remedy to be recom 
mended can not be known yet. The 
American commissioners would favor a 
total suspension of pelagic scaling if 
possible, and while it is hardly probable 
that the British would be willing to con- 
cede this much, it is believed that they 
may be disposed to recommend further 
restrictions upon pelagic sealing, either 
by extending the boundaries of the 
closed zone, lengthening thecloseseason 
or both, perhaps. 

The Russian and Japanese govern 
nn nts having sea's of their own to jiro- 
tect are interesting themselves on our 
side of tlie case. The commissions vis 
ited the Ru.— ian ro;in:iander i>-lan<ls, as 
well as the ,lai>anese i.-laiids. in the pur 
suit of tli< ir iujiiiiry. .\ Russian re[)re 
sentative is already in the United Srati s 
to follow ui> the matter, and with tin 
active co-opiiation of the!;e govern- 
ments in our interist it is hoped tliat 
the Hritish w ill be disjiosed to consent 
to furtlur rtstriclive measures, par 
ticularly as the time is now rijie <iwiiig 
to the almost total failure of tlie jielagii 
sealers to make paying catches tlie past 
summer.

Pakis, Oct. 20.— A formidable expedi- 
tion is being organized in southern Al- 
geria, with ^e object of taking definite 
possession of the fertile oasis of Tonat.

LAWKKScr,, Mass.. Oct. — Tin 
Waslii ivton mills, which form one of 
the large t cotton and dress goods man- 
ufacturing firms in the city, were badly 
damaged by fire which broke out about 
half an hour before midnight. Every 
lire engine m Lawrence was on the 
gr()un<'.s for sevenil hours and it was 
not until half past 1 this inoniing that 
the flames were subdued. Mill No. 4 
and the drying room adjoining, where 
the flre started, were practically gutted 
and much of the stock and finished 
goods in tl'e other mills were damaged 
by water. 

The blaze was di.scovored at 1 1 :40 by 
John McDonougli, a watchman. It 
spread with great mpidity aud at 11 :50 
a general alarm called ont the entire 
city department. The flames by this 
time had spread from tho drying room 
to the main part of mill No. 4, a struc- 
ture noo foot long, a<ijoining the four 
other large mills, and much valuable 
jiroperty. The fire spread from No. 4 
mill to the weav.' and <lry rcMinis in the 
rear and iu'iiited ilie River mill on the 
banks of the canal. The flames were 
checked after a hard fight and tho River 
mills su^taiiieil liitle damage except 
from water. The lire burned in No. 4 
mill for several hours and left it in 
ruins. 

The lire started by sjiontaneous com- 
bustion aiiu'iig t he wool. 

It is estimated that the loss to the
